JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 12.— 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull, 


acting on a request from the Mexi- 
can Ambassador, asked Gov. For- 
rest C. Donnell today for informa- 
tion on the “underlying reasons” 
for release of three St. Louis city 


detectives once under manslaugh- 
ter indictment in the death of Ed- 
ward Melendes, a Mexican, in St. 
Louis Police Headquarters on July 
27, 1942, after a beating. 

Secretary Hull’s letter inclosed 
a copy of a letter from Ambassa- 
dor F. Castillo Najera, which ex- 
pressed the opinion that the subse- 
quent indictment of Andrew 
Brinkley, Melendes’ cellmate, had 
“the characteristics of a _ legal 
maneuver intended to shield the 
real offenders.” 

‘Negative Results Alarming.’ 

“The Mexican residents of this 
country,” Ambassador Castillo Ne- 
jera’s letter said, “are alarmed in 
the face of the negative results 
which weak efforts to clarify this 
case have produced up to this 
time.” 

The letter was dated July 18, 
three weeks before the June term 
grand jury in St. Louis, sixth to 
investigate the confused case, re- 
turned a no true-bill—that is, re- 
ported it had not found evidence 
sufficient to justify an indictment, 
thus apparently ending official in- 
quiries. The indictments against 
the detectives and Brinkley had 
been dismissed. 

The Ambassador's letter said the 
Mexican consul at St. Louis had 
informed him that despite efforts 
of the consul and various civic or- 
ganizations to have local authori- 
ties investigate the case “nothing 
has been done to date except to 
initiate proceedings as complicated 
as they are fruitless.” 

He added that local authorities 
appeared to have done everything 
possible to get a true bill against 
Brinkley. 


Brinkley Didn’t Do It, He Says. | 


“The Embassy understands,” he 
wrote, “that there is no indication 
Andrew Brinkley was responsible 
for Melendes’ death,” but that 
there was indication of a possibility 
that the Mexican was brutally mur- 
dered by police officers when in 
their custody.

Kann was fined $5000 and costs 
plus the prison term on a mail 
fraud charge. 

Joseph Ben Decker was sen- 
tenced to three years’ imprison- 
ment and fined $1000 on a mail 
fraud charge. He received a prison 
sentence of one year and one day 
and a $1000 fine plus costs on a 
chargé of violating the renegoti- 
ations act, the sentences to run 
concurrently. 

Decker, however, was freed on 
$5000 continued bail pending ap- 
peal. He filed a motion of intent 
to appeal the case, 

Judge Chesnut said that a pro- 
bation report on Kann, former 
president of the Elkton (Md.) ex- 
plosives plant, showed he had led 
an “exemplary life.” 

Simon Sobeloff, Kann’s attorney, 
said his client already had paid 
back $10,103 of the amount.

GLIDER INSPECTOR 
SAYS. HE HAD NO 
ARMY SUPERVISOR 


Charles C. Latty, Sus- 
pended With William 
A. Williams, Explains 
His Heavy Duties of 
Month Before Crash. 


Charles O. Latty, one of two 
Army Air Forces civilian inspec- 
tors suspended by the War De 
partment in its investigation of the 
glider disaster here Aug. 1, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 


the crash he was in charge of in- 
spection at two glider plants here 
and, “in the absence of a regular 
resident supervisor at either plant, 
my duties were really quite num- 
erous.” 

The other man suspended was 
William A. Williams, a receiving 
inspector, one of Latty’s assistants 
at the Robertson Aircraft Corpora- 
tion plant, where the glider, in 
which Mayor William Dee Becker 
and nine other men were killed, 


factured by several subcontractors. 
Strut Fitting Faulty. 

Announcement of the suspension 
of Latty and Williams was made 
in a summarized report by an of- 
ficial board of inguiry which 
found, a& has been generally in- 
dicated, that the fatal accident was 
due to faulty mantifacture of a 
wing-strut end fitting, faulty in- 
spection by the prime manufacture 
of the glider, that is, the Robert- 
son Corporation, and inadequate 
enforcement of inspection methods. 

Latty said that plants like Rob- 
ertson “uspdlly have a resident 
Army inspector as supervisor.” 
The entire inspection group, he 
said was under supervision of his 
immediate superior, Lt, Col. Paul 
H. Hazelton, who was killed in 
the crash. Maj, William B. Rob- 
ertson, president of the company, 
also was killed in the crash. 

Did Ne Actual Inspection. 

Latty, 37 years old, and a grad- 
uate of David R. Ranken Jr. 
School of Méchanical Trades, was 
placed In chatge of inspection at 
the Robertson arent in May, 1942. 
About a month ago the Laister- 
Kauffmann Aircraft Corporation 
was added to his jurisdiction. The 
added responsibility, he explained, 
placed such a burden of work on 
him that he found it necessary to 
do much of his correspondence 
and administrative detail work at 
his home at night. He added that, 
although he had ‘charge of inspec- 
tion at the two plants, he did no 
actual inspection himself. At the 
Robertson plant, for example, he 
pointed out, “five Army Air Forces 
inspectors were my subordinates 
and their function was to see that 
the actual inspection was done by 
the 16 inspectors employed directly 
by Robertson.”

OMMEMORATING the first

tion of the Allied Headquar-

KURLES, DOWN 5 
OF 40 JAP PLANES 


Two U. S. Bombers Lost 
‘in Second Attack on 
Islands North of Jap- 
anese Homeland.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP).— 
Nine Army Liberator bombers have 
attacked enemy installations in ‘a 
second raid on the Kurile Islands 
which guard the northern ap- 
proaches to the Japanese home- 
land, the Navy announced today. 
At least five enemy fighter planes 
were shot down. 

Two American bombers are miss- 
ing. None was lost on the first 
raid: 

The Navy communique said: 

“On Aug. 12, at about 8:11 a. m., 
East Longitude Time, a formation 
of nine Army Liberator (Consoli- 
dated B-24) heavy bombers at- 
tacked Japanese installations in 
the Kurile Islands. Numerous hits 
were scored in the designated tar- 
get areas. About 40 enemy fight- 
ers intercepted of which five were 
shot down and others probably 
destroyed or damages.” 

This raid was made at about 5:11 
Pp. m. yesterday, St. Louis time. 
The first attack was carried out 
July 19. , 

The Kurile Islands lie almost 
1000 land miles west and slightly 
south of the American Aleutians 
air base on Amchitka Island. 

The method in each case appar- 
ently called for the long over 
water flight to be made in the 
hours of darkness so that the 
bombers could -reach their targets 
in‘the early morning hours. 

The second attack was reported 
earlier today by Tokyo which, as 
usual, asserted the raid was in- 
effective having been repulsed by 
antiaircraft fire. 

The Navy’s reference to, target 
“areas”, suggested the possibility 
that more than one enemy de- 
fensive position may have been 
hit. 

The base attacked in the July 19 
operation was on the northern end 
of Paramushiro island, one of the

ALLIES SAID TO HAVE SURPLUS. 
OF SHIPPING FOR FIRST TIME 


LONDON, Aug. 12 (AP). — For 
the first time since the war began 
the Allies have a surplus of ship- 
ping—another indication of their 
readiness to strike with a full- 
scale invasion of Europe—the Lon- 
don Financial News reported today. 

It said, “it is highly encouraging, 
for the development of Allied 
strategy has so far been held up 
more by the shortage of shipping 
space than by any other single 
factor.” 

A number of things led to the 
improved shipping situation, the 


most important being the rising 
American ship construction and the 
reduced losses from enemy subma- 
rines, said the Financial News. It 
explained, however, that the sur- 
plus was purely temporary, and/ of 
that the position might 

at any moment, either new re- 
quirements or increased losses due 
to enemy action.

Advance Reaches Sub-

LONDON, Aug. 12. (AP).—Rus- 
sian troops advanced to within 
five miles of Kharkov from the 
northeast today while other col- 
umns driving up from the south- 
east captured Chuguyev, 22 miles 
away from the Ukraine industrial 
center, Moscow said tonight in a 
broadcast special communique. 

The Red Army forces captured 
more than 20 populated places in 
the Kharkov area, advancing de- 
pite German counterattacks, the 
communique reported. 

Northward, in the drive on 
Bryansk, the Russians slashed 
along the railway from Orel to 
within 33 miles of Bryansk. They 
captured one villege 4% miles east 
of Karachev, an important way 
station 28 miles east of Bryansk. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 12 (AP).—Soviet 
troops are hammering the suburbs 
of Kharkov after virtually encir- 
cling the beleaguered Germans in 
the fortress city, the Russians an- 
nounced today, and the fall of the 
Ukrainian stronghold appeared 
imminent.

In the gréat battle on the 
Kharkov- front, the Nazi escape 
gap was narrowed to less than 
40 miles when a Soviet column, 
in a brilliant wheeling movement 
southwest of the Ukraine’ city 
‘toward the Dnieper River, cut the 
Kharkov-Roltava railway line at 
Vodyanaya, 40 miles to the west, 
one of the main .lifelines of the 
defending Nazis. The. thrust put 
the Reds within 93 miles of the 
Dnieper bend, 

With another Russian arm driv- 
ing close to Sumy, 90 miles north- 
west of Kharkov, the Red Army 
appeared to be attempting a vast 
encirclement similar to the stra- 
tegy it used in-iast winter's west- 
ward offensive. 

While Kharkov was the immedi- 
ate objective, the thrust southwest 
of Kharkov also threatened Ger- 
man forces in. the Donets basin, 
where large finits of the Nazis 
are deployed from 100 to 200 miles 
to the southwest. Carried farther, 
the Soviet advance would cut in 
behind these forces, creating for 
the Nazis the dilemma of remain- 
ing to be trapped or retreating to 
the Dnieper.

Churchill, who crossed to this 
country by automobile, boarded 
his special six-car train after only 
a brief stay on the American 
side, 

He crossed to the American‘side 
of the falls after an hour-and-a- 
half sight-seeing trip on the Ca- 


nadian side of the cataract. 

He viewed the falls from the 
Canadian side, drove through the 
Niagara Falls Parks Commission's 
formal gardens and motored along 
the Niagara River as far as 
Queenstown Heights, Ont., to see 
the whirlpool rapids below the 
falls. 

When asked if he had seen the 
falig before, Churchill replied “I 
saw the falls before you were 
born,” and explained he first vis- 


‘ited the scene in 1900. 


Asked if the falls looked the 
same, Churchill asserted: “Well, 
the principle remains the same. 
The water still keeps falling over.”

Gelsenkirchen, Bonn, 
Wessling Raided in 
Daylight—R. A, F. Fol- 
lows Up With Night 
Assault. 


LONDON, Aug. 12 (AP).—Amer- 
fcan Flying Fortresses attacked 
Gelsenkirchen, Wesseling and Bonn 
in Germany’s Rhineland by day- 
light today and United States 
Army Air Force headquarters said 
25 of the big four-engined bombers 
were lost in the raids. 

The bombers shot down more 
than 20 enemy fighters, a commu- 
nique said, and escorting Thunder- 
bolts and Spitfires knocked down 
three others. 

“Large formations” of Fort- 
resses attacked synthetic oi] fac- 
tories at Gelsenkirchen and Wes- 
seling and struck at other indus- 
trial targets at Bonn, said the 
communique, issued jointly by the 
United States Army’s European 
theater headquarters and the Brit- 
ish Air Ministry. 

Antiaircraft fire rising in um- 
brellas to as high as 34,000 feet 
and German fighter planes in 
heavy strength were met by 
Fortress crews. It was what 
American flyers call a rough day. 
More than 100 Nazi fighters were 
geen at one time. | 

The air offensive against the 
continent continued into the eve- 
ning when a strong force of me- 
dium bombers, escorted by fight- 
ers, streaked across the channel 
in the direction of Cologne about 
7 p. m. ' 

British fighter planes were un- 
usually active over the Straits of 
Dover during the evening. For- 
mations crossed and recrossed to 
Northern France for nearly two 
hours. 

The American thrusts, made 
across the channel in bright sun- 
light, followed night raids on the 
Ruhr and Rhineland by Royal Air 
Force Mosquitos 

Fires in Target Areas. 

Fires were Jeft bruning in all 
the target areas. 

American, British, Dominion and 
Allied fighters and fighter-bombers 
supported the operations. 

Fighter resistance was reported 
strong over Gelsenkirchen and 
antiaircraft fire was intense at all 
targets. 

Gelsenkirchen is 10 miles north- 
west of Essen. Bonn is 15 miles 
southeast of Cologne and Wessel- 
ing is on the Rhine about midway 
between the two cities. 

It was the first raid by British- 
based United States heavy bomb- 
ers since the attack on Kassel, 
July 30, and it was one of the few 
times that Americans lost more 
pianes than they shot down. 

Marauder bombers, escorted by 
Spitfires, attacked an enemy air 
field at Poix in France and Ty- 
phoon bombers struck at airdromes 
at Courtrai in Belgium and Mer- 
ville in France. 

R. A. F. Night Attacks. 

An Air Ministry communique did 
not list specific objectives of the 
night-raiding Mosquitos. 

In other operations by the R. A. 
F. during the night, mines were 
laid in enemy waters and railway 
targets in France and the Low 
Countries were attacked. One night 
bomber was reported missing. 

German planes retaliated in the 
heaviest raid on Britain in several 
weeks. About 10 raiders dumped 
incendiaries on a southwest coast 
town. 

Eight persons were killed and a 
mumber were injured, it was an- 
mounced, when bombs destroyed a 
mumber of dwellings and stores 
and damaged two schools, a church 
and a number of shops. 

Two neighboring towns also were 
attacked, it was announced, but 
only slight damage and no casual- 
ties were reported. 

Civilian air raid casualties in 
Britain during July were 167 killed 
and 210 injured, it was announced 
officially today. 

The new R. A. F. and American 
attacks followed a heavy Tuesday 
night attack on the Nazi shrine 
city of Nuremberg. 

(A Bern report received by the 
Columbia Broadcasting System 
said that 2000 bodies had been re- 
covered from the Nuremberg ruins 
and that 40,000 persons were made 
homeless. Fires still burned in the 
city last night, the report said.) 


Hundreds Reported Suffocated in 
Shelters in Hamburg Raid. 
STOCKHOLM, Aug. 12 (AP).— 
Dispatches from (-ermany said to- 
day that hundreds of persons suf- 
focated in air raid shelters during 
the heavy bombing of Hamburg 
and that the city’s entire shelter 
system would have to be revamped 
to provide emergency oxygen sup- 

plies. 

Authorities said fires caused by 
incendiary bombs drew oxygen 
from the air raid shelters, a cor- 
respondent of the Stockholm 
Tidningen reported. 

Official reports from Oslo, mean- 
while, said the Germans had requi- 
sitioned all school buildings in the 
Norwegian capital and nearby 
Aker. ° The Nazis removed all 
furnishings from the buildings. No 
explanation was given.

Supported by Navy. 

The landing force, which was 

backed by supporting naval artil- 


sels, met opposition soon after it 
landed and dug in. Allied air 
forces bombarded the German posi- 
tions in a well-co-ordinated effort 
with the navy to help them in 
every way. 

The sound of battle was audible 
to the main troops fighting their 
way through coastal ridges to trap 
as many Germans as possible. 

One of two Nazi attacks during 
the day was made in force with 
armor and the Yanks strained to 
the utmost to hold and try to en- 
large the slender bridgehead un- 
der the weight of German tank, 
mortar, artillery and small arms 
fire. Finally they smashed back 
the enemy armofed thrust with 
antitank guns. 

Advance 4 Miles Inland. 


When the third and heaviest Ger- 
man attack came about 6 p, m.— 
just before dusk, the Nazis’ fa- 
vorite time to counterattack—the 
Americans, charging desperately 
forward to close the trap on the 
Germans and at the same time 
reach their own troops, took a 
small] inland village some four 
miles from the landing point. 
“We are getting it from both 
sides now,” the invasion force ra- 
dioed. | 

The pocketed Germans were at- 
tacking from the west while the 
Nazis to the east were trying to 
force a wedge through to them and 
at the same time destroy the au- 
dacious Americans, who for the 
second time dared to land behind 
their lines. 


After this Nazi attack failed to 
crack the stubborn resistance of 
the amphibious force which was 
nearing the last of its ammunition, 
the Germans apparently gave up 
and pulled their usual maneuver— 
back over the hills toward Messina. 
It was another well-earned vic- 
tory for the Americans after a 
ding-dong battle which took every 
ounce of strength and courage to 
pull them through,

A Rash Job. 

The task of loading and trans- 
porting this force was compressed 
into one day.

Elsewhere in the battle for 
Sicily steady Allied advances were 
reported on all fronts and large- 
scale air attacks on the Italian 
mainland were resumed. 

A strong force of American Fly- 
ing Fortresses bombed Terni, an 
important railway and manufac- 
turing center 50 miles north of 
Rome, in the heaviest of these 
sweeps. 

The key German base of Ran- 
dazzo has been brought under fire 
by light as well as heavy artillery 
of the American force fighting its 
way eastward along the road from 
Cesaro, indicating ground lines 
have -been established within three 
miles »f the town. 


Closing in from the southwest, 
a British Eighth Army,column was 
reported more than half way along 
on the 10-mile road between Bronte 
and Randazzo. 

The villages of Prajola and Zaf- 
ferana Etna, on the eastern slopes 
of Mount Etna, fell into British 
hands. The Germans were fight- 
ing strong rearguard actions along 
the east coast. 

Eighth Army vanguards are now 
15 miles north of Catania and with- 
in 10 miles of Taormina, the port 
through which German forces in 
Central Sicily are supplied. 

The Allied inland advance on 
Randazzo faced mountain rivers 
raked by heavy artillery fire, dyna- 
mited bridges and roads choked by 
thousands of tons of debris. Fleets 
of Allied bombers strafed and 
bombed the narrow, winding roads 
and Randazzo itself for the fourth 
straight day yesterday and return- 
ing airmen reported dwindling 
antiaircraft fire there, indicating 
weakening resistance. 

Battle reports noted that Ger- 
man troops appeared to be tiring 
under the relentless Allied land, 
sea and air pressure. There igs no 
sign, however, of a general crack- 
up although the Axis forces are 
manifestly fighting only to gain 
time and to make this last phase 
of the Sicilian campaign as expen- 
sive for the Allies as possible. 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower's 
field commanders are able to re- 
place weary troops with fresh men 
and they are capitalizing in every 
way possible on the Germans’ in- 
ability to do the same with 
numerically inferior strength. 

Aerial Operations, 

Of the Flying Fortresses’ attack 
on Terni, an air communique said 
bursts were seen in the railway 
yards and on industrial buildings. 
During Tuesday night, Allied 
bombers carried out attacks on 
trains and vehicles in Sauthern 
Italy and yesterday medium and 
fighter-bombers attacked road and 
railroad bridges in this area. 

In Sicily, attacks on enemy posi- 
tions and communications were 
continued throughout the day. 

Allied fighter-bombers sank four 
eneMmye vessels off the Sicilian} 
coasts, 

The communique said that on 
Allied plane was missing from the 
operations. 


Enemy Reports. 

The Italian communique as re- 
corded by the Associated Press 
from a Rome broadcast said that 
numerous buildings had been hit 
during the Allied raid on Terni 
and that losses among the popu- 
lation were heavy.

JAPS AT BAIROKO 
FIGHTING TO LAST 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
Aug. 12 (AP).—The tenacious qual- 
ity of the Japanese fighting man, 
resisting until blasted out of his 
foxhole or shot down from his 
treetop sniper position, is being 
demonstrated anew within the 
slowly diminishing area where the 
enemy is holding out on Northern 
New Georgia.

Aerial Activity.

U. S. TO PAY $2.10 IN AFRICA 
FOR WHEAT, SENATOR SAYS 


Member of Congressional Group Touring 
Battle Areas Assails Gasoline Consump- 
tion, Civil Authority Administration. 


ALGIERS, Aug. 12 (AP). — 
United States Senator Ralph O. 
Brewster (Rep.), Maine, asserted 
today that the American North 
African Economic Board was con- 
tracting for large amounts of 
wheat here at prices 50 to 60 cents 
a bushel higher than in the United 
States. 

Brewster, a member of the Tru- 
man Committee, who is here with 
four other Senators on a -tour of 
American war theaters, says he 
was “startled to discover a con- 
tract by which the American Gov- 
ernment will be paying $2.10 a 
bushel for North African wheat 
for unknown future purposes.” 

Brewster said French authorities 
had increased wheat prices twice 
in the last three months “and 
don’t seem particularly anxious for 
us to buy up stocks.” 

“It appears to me it would be 
better if the North African Eco- 
nomic Board's wheat contract were 
not consummated.” 

Brewster criticised “lack of co- 
ordination and unification” among 
American civil agencies function- 
ing in North Africa, including the 
Lend-Lease Administration, the 
Board of*Economic Warfare and 
the Foreign Relief and Rehabilita- 
tion Organization. 

“No Military Necessity.” 

He said, “Back in America, peo- 
ple won’t understand that spread 
between wheat prices here and 
there. There is no military neces- 
sity of the acquisition of these 
stocks by the North African Eco- 
nomic Board and the purposes for 
which the wheat will be used are 
undecided yet.” 

Brewster also attacked a laxity 
of gasoline consumption which he 
said wag evident in North Africa, 
while in the State of Maine “we 
are doing without more gas than 
they are here.” 

Brewster asserted he had re- 
ceived official information that 
7000 civilian vehicles in the Algiers 
area consumed about 42,000 bar- 
rels of gasoline in the last month. 
Three thousand barrels of the total 
amount were consigned to agricul- 
tural activities, he said. 

He spoke at a press conference 
at which Senators Richard B. Rus- 
sell (Dem.), Georgia; James M. 
Mead (Dem.), New York, and Al- 
be B. Chandler (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, also participated. The fifth 
member of the party, Senator Hen- 
ry Cabot Lodge Jr. (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, was absent on a tour of 
Sicily. 

‘Lack of Cohesion.’ 

Mead, also a member of the Tru- 
man committee, backed up most of 
the facts cited by Brewster and 
said he, too, was “disappointed by 
the lack of cohesion yet attained 
by United States and British civil 
agents in this theater as compared 
to the very high degree of ef- 
ficiency and unification of the Al- 
lied military forces under Gen. 
Eisenhower.” 

Mead also criticised the “liberal- 
ity” of gasoline consumption in 
French territory. 

“We have been assured that the 
military authorities are trying 
their utmost to correct the situa- 
tion,” he added, 

Both committeemen opposed put- 
ting the contract ‘for American 


‘ 


purchases of wheat into effect, but 
Mead said Alexander B. Royce, 
American director of war economic 
operations in this theater, defend- 
ed the contract on the ground it 
afforded reserves for future emer- 
gencies, saved shiping space and 
was not made under local French 
pressure. 


The Senators said the North 
African crop was approximately 
3,000,000 tons of wheat of which 
10 to 20 per cent is a surplus over 
the area’s own needs. 


Price Rise Explanation. 


The French attributed the price 


increases, the Senators said, to 
higher production costs and the 
continued presence of hundreds of 
thousands of Allied troops. The 
historic French policy has been to 
subsidize North African wheat pro- 
duction so that Continental France 
would be self-sufficient. 


Brewster said: “The battle of 
the agencies which we have been 
having in Washington and which 
led to Vice-President Wallace’s 
reprimand seems to continue 
abroad. There has been a material 
improvement in the past three 
months, however, in  lend-lease 
operations here. But this wheat 
contract is startling. The price is 
not required on military grounds.” 


Mead said: “We Americans are 
young and inexperienced in set- 
ting up civil administrative offices 
in distant countries, but, as the 
military machine moves on from 
North Africa, there needs to be a 
center of American civil authority 
developed here. 


“Maybe Minister Robert Murphy 
should be given higher authority 
or someone with the powers that 
Winant (Ambassador John G. 
Winant) has in London should be 
sent here as co-ordinator.” 


Chandler, the only Senator in

Supreme Court Justice Ferdinand 
Pecora, committee president, and 
Luigi Antonini, committee member 
and president of the 300,000-mem- 
ber Italian-American Labor Coun- 
cil, disclosed they would confer 
with Welles on the problem of fa- 
cilitating Italy’s exit from the war 
and her rehabilitation under 
democratic principtes. 

In the name of Italian-American 
organizations claiming total mem- 
bership of 6,000,000, Antonini and 
Justice Pecora will offer a pro- 
gram calling for co-operation 
American war and relief agencies 
in the job of Italian reconstruction 
under Allied occupation, and for 
application to Italy of the prin- 
ciples of the Atlantic Charter. The 
delegation intended also to assure 
Welles of the unswerving deter- 
mination of Italian-Americans to 
give full support to American 
prosecution of the war.

FUGITIVES HEMMED

Ex-Convicts Give Up to

Three former convicts who 
robbed the Peoples’ Bank at Hawk 
Point, Mo., of more than $2500 yes- 
terday afternoon and were cap- 
tured by State Patrolmen five 
hours later in a spectacular 80- 


mile-an-hour shooting chase down | 


United States Highway 79 through 
the main street of Clarksville, will 
be turned over to Lincoln County 
authorities today for prosecution. 
Hawk Point is in Lincoln County 
about 60 miles northwest of St. 


Louis. 

Capt. Thomas E. Whitecotton, 
commander of the Patrol’s Troop 
C, said the men identified them- 
selves as Jack Stroemple, 22 years 
old, and Chester Skiba, 23, both of 
Cleveland, O., and Frank Ernest, 
30, formerly of Lincoln County, and 
now of Chicago. They were held 
last night at the County Jail at St. 
Charles, and will be taken to Troy, 
Mo., today. 

Patrolmen recovered approx- 
imately $2600 from the pockets of 
the three and from a canvas bag 
found in the automobile, which 
Stroemple admitted he stole in 
Cleveland. 

Net of Officers. 

Prevented from crossing the 
Mississippi River at Elsberry, Mo., 
into Illinois, the robbers drove 
north to Clarksville, about 70 miles 
northwest of St. Louis, and parked 
on a lonely country road near the 
town until dark before trying to 
escape from the net of patrolmen 
and county officers, which extend- 
ed from Clarksville as far west as 
Moberly. 

At dusk the robbers drove out of 
a country road onto Highway 79, 
where two patrolmen and a deputy 
sheriff had stopped another auto- 
mobile and were questioning its oc- 
cupants. Seeing the officers, the 
driver of the robbers’ car headed 
south toward Clarksville at top 
speed. 

The patrol car, driven by Sgt. 
Melvin Dace of Kirkwood, began 
the chase, and the two machines 
raced through Clarksville. Offi- 
cers in the pursuing automobile be- 
gan firing at the robbers when the 
chase reached the southern boun- 
dary of Clarksville. Patrolmen and 
Sheriff's officers in two automo- 
biles parked along the highway 
fired at the robbers’ car as it went 
past. 

No Resistance. 

About a mile south of Clarks- 
ville the dirver of the robbers’ car 
signaled that he was going to stop. 
He and the other two men threw 
an automatic pistol and two revolv- 
ers on the highway, and pulled to 
the side of the road. They offered 
no resistance. 

The right rear tire of their ma- 
chine had been punctured by a 
riot gun slug. There were two 
rifle or pistol holes in the rear 
window, and 57 dents from riot 
gun slugs in the rear of their 
automobile. 

The robbery of the Hawk Point 
bank took place about 3 p. m. Miss 
Eileen Luelf, 20, assistant cashier, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
she and the cashier, A. K. Schaper, 
52, were on duty, and several cus- 
tomers were in the bank when 
two of the men entered, and asked 
to get $3 changed from coins to 
bills. One man remained outside 
in the automobile. 

Miss Luelf said the men, ap- 
parently stalling for time until the 
customers left, posed as vacation- 
ists, and inquired about roadg in 
the vicinity. 

Ordered Inte Vault. 

“I was busy typing when I felt 
something hard pressed against my 
back, and I was told to get into 
the bank vault. The other man 
was holding a pistol at Mr. Scap- 
ers side,” Miss Luelf related. 

She said one of the men accom- 
panied her and the cashier into 
the vault, and removed the money 
from the safe, which was not 
locked. Most of the loot was in 
$1 and $5 bills.

Wickard Says Food Production 
Wil

Crop Output Lower but Animal Supply High- 
er—Secretary Leaves City to Tour 
4 Counties. 


Secretary of Agriculture Claude 
R. Wickard, on his second day’s 
inspection of Eastern Missouri 


flood areas, left St. Louis early 
today for an automobile ride 
through the lowland regions of St. 
Louis County, Franklin, St. Charles 
and Lincoln counties. Breakfast 
at Washington, lunch at St. 
Charles and dinner at Congress- 
man Clarence Cannon’s farm 
home near Elsberry, were on the 
day’s program. 

With the Secretary were Senator 
Bennett Champ Clark, P. G. Beck 
of Indianapolis, regional director 
of the Farm Security Administra- 
tion; Stephen Hughes of Columbia, 
State FSA director, and C. G. 
Garman, assistant director of 
finance for the Department of 
Agriculture. Secretary Wickard 
will leave tonight for his home at 
Camden, Ind., having deferred an 
inspection of flooded lands along 
the Illinois River, which had been 
scheduled for tomorrow. 

Wickard and his party, in a 
drive to Ste. Genevieve and Perry 
counties yesterday, talked with 
applicants for loans from _ the 
15-million-dollar Federal flood 
restoration fund, a $1,500,000 allot- 
ment from which was made avail- 
able for Missourf farm owners last 
Saturday. Most of the applica- 
tions were for $300 to $400 loans. 
Damage in those counties, along 
the Mississippi, was chiefly to the 
current crops, rather than to soil. 


In the Missouri River bottoms to- 
day, the more serious and lasting 
damage caused by shifting of sand- 
bars and destruction of field levels 
was viewed. 

Wickard discussed with Clark 
the need of flood control meas- 
ures, and expressed his approval 
of a plan outlined by Clark for 
legislation to provide such control 
by joint Army engineering works 
and farm soil improvements, the 
latter intended to keep water on 
the land and out of the streams 
where it creates flood conditions. 
Clark said he would introduce 
such a measure as a provision for 
post-war work, and that its cost 
for the Mississippi Valley would 
be 400 to 500 millions. 

This year’s crop production is 
somewhat below normal, Wickard 
said, but the number of farm ani- 
mals is larger, both beef and dairy 
cattle showing a large increase, so 
that total food production will 
reach a new record, the fourth 
successive year of steady increase. 

“There is enough food now to 
give every American enough to 
eat, though not always the exact 
diet he would select,” Wickard 
said. “The problem of food supply 
and farm prices after the war will 
involve the question how much 
we shall have to furnish to Euro- 
pean countries, and for how long. 
But all indications are that we 
Shall have use for all the food 
that our soil resources will permit 


us to produce.”

“No one at Hawk Point saw the 
direction taken by the robbers’ car, 
and the Highway Patrol, informed 
of the robbery a few minutes lat- 
er, summoned 28 patrol cars to the 
vicinity. 

Capt. Whitecotton telephoned 
Mayor Lynn Gladney, of Elsberry, 
to block the Hamburg and Win- 
field ferries across the Mississippi 
River.

The robbers were seen passing 
through Elsberry, going toward 
the river, a few minutes latér. 
They returned to Elsberry and 
headed north when they were frus- 
trated in their effort to escape. 
William Gladney, a son of the Els- 
berry Mayor, followed them in an 
automobile to a point just south 
of Clarksville, where he lost sight 
of the other machine. 


The three men bought 16 gallons 
of gasoline at a filling station near 
Clarksville. They apparently went 
into the woods then to wait for 
dark, when they attempted to es- 
cape, and were chased. and over- 
taken by Sergt. Dace, Trooper 
George Blase and Ed Pfaff, a St. 
Charles County deputy sheriff. 


The men were in a 1942° model 
Pontiac sedan, which had been ma- 
roon in color, but which they had 
painted black. Stroemple, -who 
was driving, said he decided to 
surrender after two rifle or pistol 
bullets crashed through the rear 
window, and passed near his head. 

The men told patrolmen they 
met in Chicago and planned the 
robbery, leaving Chicago for Hawk 
Point early Wednesday morning. 
Capt. Whitecotton said that a 
quantity of drugs, including nar- 
cotics, were found in the automo- 
bile used by the robbers. 


Whitecotton said that Stroemple 
served 37 months at the Mansfield 
(QO.) reformatory on a manslaugh- 
ter charge, and a later sentence 
at the Federal Hospital at Spring- 
field, Mo., on charges of harboring 
an Army deserter. He said Skiba 
served 26 months for burglary at 
the Mansfield reformatory, and 
that Ernest served two terms for 
postoffice robberies in Montgom- 
ery and Cole counties.

WAR PLANT APPLES 
Labor Shortage Given 


Reason—Buyers Must 
Pick Them. 


The Government’s 1500 bushels of 
Grimes’ Golden, Stark’s Delicious 
and other vareties of apples at the 
Weldon Spring Ordnance Works, 
offered for sale at auction last 
week, didn’t get a single bidder, 
Willard Guest, project manager, re- 
ported ruefully today. 

The Government went into the 
apple business on account of the 
war and, because of the war, 
couldn’t get out of it. Guest said 
representatives of three prospec- 
tive buyers, including the former 
owner of the two large apple or- 
chards on the Government reserva- 
tion, looked over the crop, but 
made no bids because of the labor 
shortage. Buyers would have been 
required to pick the crop them- 
selves. 

The Government’s decision to 
sell the apples was in contrast to 
its action last year, when the crop 
was given away to Weldon Spring 
employes and to charity. Now the 
Government probably will have to 
give them away anyhow, Guest 
surmised.

MOVE TO OVERRIDE 


PRACTICES SCOREDCIVILIAN DEFENSE 


1 BY 3 MORE JUDGES 


Killoren, Koerner and 
Connor Say Rule Re 
quiring Report Should 
Be Respected. 


Three more colleagues of Cir- 
cuit Judge Eugene J.. Sartorius 
today joined Circuit Judge Ed- 
ward M. Ruddy in denouncing the 
practice of Judge Sartorius in 
granting paroles without requiring 
a report from the parole officer, 
in violation of a Circuit Court rule. 


The three were Judges William 
H. Killoren, William K. Koerner 
and William S. Connor. They said 
they felt the rule requiring a pa- 
role officer’s report should be ob- 
served, 

Several other judges declined 
comment, but said they “under- 
stood” the parole situation is to 
be discussed at the judges’ general 
term meeting Sept. 13 as recom- 
mended yesterday by Judge Ruddy 
—an indication that Judge Sar- 
torius’ activities have caused some 
discussion and concern among the 
judges. ’ 

Judge Killoren’s Comment. 

Judge Killoren, who served on 
the bench from 1921 to 1932 and 
was reappointed last year, recalled 
that he was a member of the 
judges’ committee which drew up 
the parole regulations in 1922. He 
said he had not sat in a criminal 
court division since his reappoint- 
ment and was not familiar with 
present practices, but asserted, 
“When I was on the bench pre- 
viously, all the judges lived up to 
the rules.” 

Judge Sartorius, who acted with- 
out a parole office report in 76 
per cent of 252 paroles he has 
granted in the last seven years, 
has asserted that he “followed the 
statutes” and expressed the opin- 
ion it was not necessary for him 
to confer with the parole officer 
unless he wished to. 

Required by Rules. 

Circuit Court parole regulations 
specifically provide that before a 
judge acts on a parole petition, he 
shall “require a police report and 
the parole officer’s report upon the 
petitioner’s record to be made and 
filed.” 

Judge Connor said he felt the 
rule should be followed. 

“IT don’t think paroles should be 
granted without a report from the 
parole ‘office,” he declared, “but 
there is no means of enforcing the 
rule and I don’t see what the other 
judges can do. Judge Sartorius is 
answerable to his constituents, 
however, if they do not feel he has 
acted properly.” 

Judge Koerner said it was his 
opinion the judges should examine 
the rules at their meeting. He as- 
serted that the rule governing pa- 
roles “seems to be a good one, and 
I see no reason why it should be 
changed.” 

One Judge, who would not per- 
mit use of his name, declared, 
“The rules ought to be obeyed,” 
and said there are three means of 
disciplining judges for misconduct 
—‘impeachment by the Legisla- 
ture, action by the Attorney Gen- 
eral, or public opinion.” “Publicity 
by the newspapers,” he added, “is 
the most effective way.” 

Of the 252 paroles granted by 
Judge Sartorius, 30 were cases in- 
volving persons with previous 
criminal records of more than one 
conviction. There were 19 persons 
who committed crimes after being 
granted paroles. There were two 
who had escaped from penitentiar- 
ies while serving time for prior 
convictions. One man had twice 
before been put under parole and 


then had committed other crimes. |%

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BILL VETO FAILS 


Missouri House Rejects 
~ Motion by Margin of 36 
Votes With Little Dis- 


cussion. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 12.— 
An attempt to override Gov. Don- 
nell’s veto of a bill proposing a new 
administrative control for civilian 
defense activities was decisively 
defeated today in the House. 
The vote on the motion to de- 
clare the bill a law, nothwithstand- 
ing the Governor’s disapproval, 
failed of adoption by a vote of 36 
ayes and 64 noes. Adoption of the 
motion would have required a fa- 
vorable vote of 100, or two-thirds 
of the membership of the House. 
The House sustainud the Gover- 
nor’s veto with little discussion of 
the measure, which originally was 
passed by the House by more than 
100 votes. Representative William 
B. Weakley (Dem.), Pike County, 
one of the sponsors of the vetoed 
measure, declared the bill had been 
disapproved by the Governor for 
“purely personal reasons.” 
Weakley asserted the disapproval 
was due to the Governor’s friend- 
ship for another man, whom he 
did not name: This obviously was 
a reference to Hugh Stephens of 
Jefferson City, who resigned re- 
cently as Civilian Defense Admin- 
istrator and vice-chairman of the 
State Council of Defense, after pro- 
testing that the bill was unsatis- 
factory and would hamper admin- 
istration of civilian defense. Ste- 
phens was serving without com- 
pensation. 
There was no other discussion 
except to point out that if the 
Governor’s veto were sustained, 
the present act, passed in 1941, 
would remain in effect. That act, 
passed before the entry of the 
United States into the war, has 
been declared inadequate for war- 
time purposes. 
The vetoed bill would have cre- 
ated a War Emergency Commis- 
sion, made up of the Governor, 
the Adjutant General, the presid- 
ing officers of the Senate and 
House, and one Judge of the Su- 
preme Court. It was criticised be- 
cause it gave too much control of 
some defense activities to local 
officeholders, and placed general 
supervision in the hands of State 
officeholders. The Governor, in 
disapproving the measure July 24, 
questioned the makeup of the 
proposed commission, questioned 
constitutionality of the bill, and 
said it would not give the public 
enough voice, 
Civilian defense activities now 
are supervised by a State Council 
of Defense, appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, who is chairman of the 
council.

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HOUSE KILLS FUND INCREASE, 
JEOPARDIZING FEDERAL AID 


Supplementary Allotment for Social Security 
Administration Is Rejected by 
64-to-62 Vote.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 12.— 
The House of Representatives, ig- 


noring the warning of the State 
Social Security Commission that 
it would be unable to administer 
the State’s public assistance pro- 
gram properly on its present allot- 
ment, refused yesterday to vote 
additional funds for administra- 
tive purposes as recommended by 
Gov. Donnell. 

By a vote of 64 to 62, the House 
killed a bill proposing a $340,000 
supplemental administrative ap- 
propriation. The Governor had 
asked the Legislature to vote an 
additional $750,000 after Federal 
Social Security officials informed 
him that participating grants for 
payment of old age pensions and 
aid to dependent children would 
be withdrawn from Missouri if 
administration of the programs 
fell below its standards. 

By its action, the House left fu- 
ture Federal assistance grants to 
the State in jeopardy and placed 
on the Social Security Commis- 
sion the burden of carrying on the 
work with funds it says are gross- 
ly inadequate to provide adminis- 
tration meeting the rigid Federal 
requirements. 

Other Requests Ignored. 

The House refused even to con- 
sider Gov. Donnell’s recommenda- 
tion for supplemental appropria- 
tions of $502,000 for direct relief 
and $413,000 for aid to dependent 
children, although 10 other appro- 
priation measures, providing $372,- 
525 in odds and ends of new ex- 
penditures, have been passed vir- 
tually without debate since the 
House returned to work Monday. 

The House today stood stubborn- 
ly by its action on additional so- 
cial security administrative funds. 
By a standing vote of 65 to 40, it 


tabled a motion by Representative 
Frank Mashak of St. Louis that 
the defeated measure be recon- 
sidered. 

There is some talk at the Cap- 
itol that a bill providing for the 
additional administrative funds 
might be introduced in the Senate, 
when it reconvenes next week to 
consider the measures passed by 
the House. There is nothing to 
prohibit the initiation of appropri- 
ation -bills in the Senate, although 
it has been the practice for many 
years to originate such legislation 
in the House.

The three-hour debate was often 
as fiery as the weather, as op- 
ponents denounced the Social Se- 
curity Commission and Washing- 
ton for attempting to “intimidate” 
the Legislature into accepting 
Gov. Donnell’s recommendation. 
Successive attempts to amend the 
bill to change the allotment to 
$750,000, $600,000, $500,000, $250,000 
and $225,000 were all voted down 
by substantial majorities before 
the bill was finally killed. 


Representative Ralph Erdwin, 
Johnson County, suggested the 
Legislature raise the sales tax to 3 
per cent, earmark half for pay- 
ment of pensions and “tell the 
Federal Government to take its 
money and go to hell.” Repre- 
sentative Fred Neel, Randolph 
County, offered an amendment to 
appropriate the money for pay- 
ment of larger pensions instead of 
administration, but it was ruled 
out of order.

$60,000 IN LIFE 
INSURANCE IN LATE 
MAYORS ESIATE 


$1930 in Other Property 
Listed but Freed of Pro- 
bate Procedure by Court 
Order. 


That part of the estate of the 
late Mayor William Dee Becker 
which ordinarily would be sub- 
ject to administration in Probate 
Court was valued at $1930 in a 
report filed in the Court today by 
his widow. 


It is understood, however, that 
Mayor Becker carried some $60,- 
000 of life and accident insurance, 
which need not go through Pro- 
bate Court under Missouri law, 
and in addition owned jointly with 
his wife a substantial amount of 
war bonds, which automatically be- 
came her property on his death 
Aug. 1 in the glider disaster at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field. 


The report, made in connection 
with the widow’s request that no 
letters of administration be issued, 
said the late Mayor owned no real 
estate and listed his personal prop- 
erty as follows: bank deposit, $713; 
cash on hand, $77; law books, $50; 
household goods, $350; jewelry, 
$200; war bond, $18.75; 
against a casualty company for 
loss ,of personal effects worn at 
the. time of his death, $301; 40 
shares in the Mercantile Liquidat-~- 
ing Co. Also listed, as having no 
value, were shares in five other 
companies. 


The application, which was 
granted, had the effect of enabling 
the widow to take immediate pos- 
session of the listed property under 
a statute permitting a widow to do 
so when the estate is shown to be 
less than the amount allowed by 
law as her absolute property, not 
subject to claims of creditors. 

In his will the late Mayor left 
all his property to his wife with 
the exception of $1 bequeathed to 
his son and daughter, both adults. 

The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, in its meeting today, 
adopted a resolution commending 
the valuable work of Mayor Beck- 
er as a member of the board and 
of Deputy Comptroller Charles L.

Former Missouri Con- 
gressman to Give More 
Say on Plans to ‘the 
Folks Back Home.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP).— 
Food Adminstrator Marvin Jones 


has called in a one-time associate 
in Congress, form ° Representative 


Wiliam LL. Nelson (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, “0 help rebuild the wartime 
food program along lines which 


would, Melson said, give “the folks 
back home more to say about 
what’s to be done.” 
Nelgon, who was one of the Dem- 
ocrats swept out of office by the 
farm belt uprising at last fall’s 
election, has been named special 
assistant to Jones. He will serve 
as the connecting link between the 
Food Administrator and the State 
and local agricultural war boards. 
Nelson, whose home is at Colum- 
bia, served nine terms in the 
House, and for many years was a 
member of the agriculture com- 
mittees headed by Jones. 
The new assistant told an inter- 
viewer that it was his and Jones’ 
intention to “give the folks back 
home” greater responsibility in 
running future farm programs. 
Fewer Regulations. 

“Regulations issued from Wash- 

ington,” he said, “will be held to 
the very minimum.” 
Nelson said the decision to de- 
centralize the food program re- 
flected the thinking and wishes of 
the people. 

“That’s one thing I learned since 
the election,” he added. 

One of the Food Administration’s 
first acts after Nelson’s arrival 
was to add an important group of 
farm leaders to the State agricul- 
tural war boards. That group 
comprises the State secretaries and 
commissioners of agriculture. 

The war boards, created orig- 
inally by Secretary of Agriculture 
Wickard, are made up of represen- 
tatives of Federal and State gov- 
ernmental agencies dealing with 
agriculture. These agencies in- 
clude the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration, the State Exten- 
sion Service, the Farm Security 
Administration, the Farm Credit 
Administration, the Bureau of Ag- 
ricultural Economics, the Food 
Distribution Administration, For- 


jest Service, the Rural Elcctrifica- 


tion Administration and the Soil 
Conservation Service. 

Heretofore the war boards have 
been largely administrative units 
for the Agriculture Department 
and the Food Administration. It is 
the plan, Nelson said, to give them 
much greater authority in mapping 
out State and local production pro- 
grams. 

Billion May Be Sought. 

The Roosevelt administration 
may ask Congress for at least a 
billion dollars when it returns 
from recess in September to fi- 
nance the 1944 war food program 
—a program which is expected to 
set production goals considerably 
above this year’s prospective rec- 
ord output. 

Associates of Jones said tentative 
recommendations for funds were 
being prepared. Congress would 
be asked to grant the Commodity 
Credit Corporation authority to 
borrow ‘ necessary funds from 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration. 3 

The money would be used large- 
ly to supr~~t farm prices at levels 
designed to encourage farmers to 
produce to the limit of their re- 
sources. Because production costs 
have advanced somewhat and 
Congress has eliminated AAA bene- 
fit payments for 1944, it may be 
necessary, food officials said, -to 
raise the support prices on some 
commodities to assure farmers a 
sufficient return. 

The increased support prices 
may in some cases, they said, be 
out of line with price ceilings es- 
tablished by the Office of Price 
Adminisi-:ation.| Where such was 
the case, the officials continued, it 
would be necessary for the CCC to 
buy the affected crop or commodity 
and resell to distributors and proc- 
essors at prices in line with the 
ceilings.

Chinese press report today said 
that the Japanese have executed 
three Canadian missionaries at 
Hsuchow, in Kiangsu Province, 
after several months of imprison- 
ment and torture.

12 PCT. FOOD Patt 


DECLINE Bla ITEM 


General Drop .8 Pct. in 
Mid-June to Mid-July 
Period — Still 25 Pct. 
Above January, 1941. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP).— 


Lower meat and grocery prices in 
late June and early July resulted 
in the first decline of any conse- 
quence in city living costs since 
Pearl Harbor. 

Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins announced yesterday that re- 
tail food prices declined 2 per cent 
from mid-June to mid-July—enough 
of a drop to bring the cost of 
living down 0.8 per cent despite 
slight rises in clothing and other 
items. 

Two-fifths of the cost of living 
in cities goes for food. 


.The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
index showed the cost of living on 
July 15 was 25 per cent above 
January, 1941, and 5 per cent above 
last September. 

The Office of Price Adminis- 
tration cut back of meat prices— 
8% per cent for beef and veal, 8 
per cent for pork and 4 per cent 
for lamb — joined with cheaper 
summer vegetables to make mar- 
keting less expensive for city 
housewives. Victory gardeners 
and big commercial supplies helped 
send fresh vegetable prices down- 
ward. 


Despite the decline, the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics reported that 
the cost of living index on July 15 
stood at 123.8 per cent of the 
1935-39 average. This is about 5 
per cent above the September, 
1942, level and 23 per cent above 
that of January, 1941, the bureau 
said. 

The price of spinach rose 42 per 
cent, with a scarcity in some 
cities, but other vegetables showed 
price declines ranging from 2 per’ 
cent for onions and 11 per cent 
for lettuce to 35 for. cabbage. 
Fresh fish rose 4 per cent before 
it was brought under OPA max- 
imums below the July 15 level. 

The retail price of chicken 
dropped fractionally, despite the 
fact it was not reached by the 
OPA cut back. 

The Labor Secretary said re- 
ports of acute poultry and beef 
prices still came from many sec- 
tions of the country. Fresh fish 
went up 4 per cent, eggs 5 per 
cent and oranges 10 per cent. The 
price of spinach rose 42 per cent 
because of shortage in some areas, 
but general vegetable prices 
dropped 2 to 35 per cent. Lettuce 
came down 11 per cent. 

Clothing increased 0.5 per cent 
during June, miscellaneous serv- 
ices rose 0.2 per cent and medical

ST. LOUIS PILOT

“that he didn’t think it worth the 


expense of putting in a jig, or stop 
mechanism, to prevent the machine 
operator from ‘cutting too deeply 
into the part. The cutting probably 
was done free hand.” 

Double-Checked by Sampling. 

Latty’s suspended subordinate, 
Williams, 3 58-year-old former lum- 
ber contractor who at one time 
‘worked as a machinist, was the 
only Army Air Forces inspector on 
duty at the receiving department 
of the Robertson Company’s 
manufacturing division at 4417 
Oleatha avenue. 

He told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
his job required him to double- 
check parts inspected by the com- 
pany’s inspectors who ranged in 
number from four to eight at 
various times. However, he pointed 
out, “there aren’t as many of me 
as there are of them, so I could 
only do my double-checking on a 
sampling basis. I actually in- 
spected about 10 per cent of the 
stuff passed by the others.” 

The sstrut fittings, he said, were 
the special responsibility of only 
two of the company inspectors, a 
man and a woman whom he de- 
scribed as “good, experienced in- 


spectors.” On the average, he said, 
the two inspectors rejected about 
50 per cent of the strut fittings de- 
livered to the plant from subcon- 
tractors. And, Williams said, he 
himself usually rejected 2 to 5 per 
cent of the fillings passed by the 
two company inspectors. 

The rejected fittings, he said, 
“usually were machined too thick, 
or too thin.” Williams said he and 
the two company _§ inspectors 
checked the fittings with such in- 
struments as an outside microm- 
eter, an inside micrometer, a 
height gauge, a hole gauge and a 
radius gauge. 

Williams, who lives at 9526 Lam- 
bert Terrace, St. Louis County, 
added that he was forced to spend 
about half his time marking ship- 
ments on work going from the 
plant to sub-contractors. In addi- 
tion, he said, he was required to 
make frequent, detailed reports to 
the Army Air Forces regarding 
production at the plant. He said 
his department could “very easily 
use about 40 per cent more Army 
inspectors on the job.” He was 
assigned to the plant last Aug. 22. 

Metal Too Thin. 

The part in question was a metal 
fitting that secured the right wing 
strut to the fuselage of the craft. 
Faulty boring pf the fitting, into 
which the . was welded, re- 
duced the th ess of the metal 
at the shoulder to less than two 
thirty-seconds of an inch, or less 
than one-sixth of its specified 
thickness of 12 thirty-seconds of

Stalin certainly was told about 


the methods which the Allies ex- 
pect to use, as their part in hasten- 
ing the overthrow of the Axis in 
Europe before turning their un- 
divided attention to the Far East. 

It is known that he was kept 
fully informed (mainly through 
British channels) immediately aft- 
er Mussolini’s fall, of how the 
Allies proposed to handle the Ital- 
jan situation. The Russians were 
asked to comment and make sug- 
gestions. They are understood to 
have expressed themselves ag ap- 
proving entirely the Anglo-Amer- 
ican plan for Italy. — 

Stalin is said to have told Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Prime Min- 
ister Churchill, who would have 
welcomed an opportunity for tri- 
partite talks, that he was obliged 
to maintain a vigilant watch over 
the Red Army’s campaign on the 
eastern front until victory is as- 
sured, 


Stalin in Field. 


He has just returned to Moscow 
after several weeks spent in the 
field supervising this campaign, 
which he planned personally and 
which is now being carried out 
with such striking success. 

Because he is supreme military 
commander of the Red Armies as 
well as Premier it is extremely un- 
likely he will be able to leave 
Russia in the near future. 

Stalin has also, during recent 
months, kept Churchill well in- 
formed about Russia’s military in- 
tentions, and Quebec’s war coun- 
cils can elaborate far-reaching 
plans with perfect understanding 
how these will dovetail with Rus- 
sia’s main strategy. 

Nor is it considered here that 
developments in war diplomacy 
call for immediate Allied discus- 
sions in Moscow other than 
through ambassadorial channels. 
Later, special envoys may be sent 
to Moscow for talks. 

The choice of Quebec for an Al- 


lied conferenc~ has a symbolic sig- 
nificance in the minds of Britons, 
who see Canrda as a very vital 


link in a postwar structure to be}, — 


founded on Anglo-American col- 
laboration. 

Canada's great contril.tion to 
the Allied war effor‘s is being sig- 
nally marked, the British feel, by 
the present meetings, probably the 
first at which a peace-ward route 
will be charted, 

When President Roosevelt and 
his party arrive, there will be 
many diplomatic questions for the 
British and the Americans to dis- 
cuss so that a common policy may 
be pursued through the next com- 
plex phases of the war. 


Detailed Plans Needed. 


All those who are gathering for 
the conferences desire to avoid any 
repetition of the confusion, and 
even conflict, which arose recent- 
ly in North Africa because political 
issues had not been hammered out 
sufficiently. 

On the agenda must be an esti- 
mate of the time which may be 
required to eliminate Italy from 
the war. Although that country 
is crying for peace, it-is evident 
that Badoglio’s Government doesn’t 
feel able to offer “unconditional 
surrender.” 

Your correspondent understands 
that the present Italian rulers ac- 
tually have been fishing for a full- 
er statement of peace terms which 
the Allies might actually impose. 
The Vatican is probably the prin- 
cipal channel] through which these 
inquiries have been made. 

The British still hold strongly to 
the principle laid down in Casa- 
blanca, maintaining that the Ital- 
ians already have been given suf- 
ficient indication of what type of 
peace the Allies will impose and 
what advantages they would get 
through surrender. The Quebec 
conference may, however, wish to 
review tre Allied position on this 
matter. 


THE SIXTH PARLEY

HE sixth parley. 
T Toward victory—and beyond. 
Winston Churchill's latest 
visit to the New World reflects 
the accelerating tempo of the war, 
the unexpected military opportuni- 
ties that now confront the Allies, 
and, last but not least, the imperi- 
ous need of a co-ordinated Allied 
political strategy. 


It is less than three months 
since Churchill, President Roose- 
velt and their principal military 
advisers held their last full dress 
conference here in Washington. At 
that time a comprehensive strat- 
egy was worked out for the win- 
ning of the war both against Hit- 
ler and the Japanese. 


There is no reason to believe 
that this strategy will be modified 
in any essential particular at the 
sixth Churchill-Roosevelt parley. 
The events of the last three 
months have, however, made possi- 
ble a speeding up of the Anglo- 
American military time table. 


But the victories we have recent- 
ly won in the Pacific and the At- 
lantic, in the Mediterranean and 
on the Eastern front, have brought 
into sharp and disturbing focus 
the inadequacy of our political 
preparations for victory and be- 
yond. 

As long as the war promised to 
to be of considerable duration it 
did not seem to matter very much 
that so little was being done to 
fill in that vague blueprint of the 
future world order. which is known 
as the Atlantic Charter. 


In fact, the point was frequent- 
ly made in the past that, with vic- 
tory still far off, inter-Allied po- 
litical discussions might interfere 
with the conduct of the war. 


However true that might have 
been at one time, it is no longer 
true now.

Overriding Reality. 
ee ee a over strategy 
still exist between the Anglo- 
American team and our Rus- 
sian Allies. The renewed clamor 
in the Soviet press for a second 
front is indicative of that. 

Yet despite outward appearances, 
these differences are no longer 
important, certainly by no means 
as important as they were a year 
ago, before we landed in North Af- 
rica, before the Axis was driven 


out of Tunisia, before the Sicilian. 


campaign, before last spring’s air 
offensive against the Ruhr, before 
the obliteration of Hamburg, be- 


fore the collapse of Hitler's Ital- 
jan partner. 

Though there has never’ been 
and is not now any formal and pre- 
arranged dovetailing of Anglo- 
American and Russian military ac- 
tivities, they do dovetail in fact.

NFORTUNATELY there is not

now and never has been any. 


political counterpart to that milli- 
tary coalition. 

The United Nations are bound 
together by the similarity in their 
military objectives rather than by 
unity in their political aims. There 
is no United Nations French pol- 
icy. There is no United Nations 
Italian policy. Thereeis no United 
Nations German policy. There is 
no United Nations postwar policy. 

There is not, so far as that goes, 
any Anglo-American policy worthy 
of the name with respect to any 
of these problems even though in 
the military sphere Anglo-Amer- 
ican co-operation has achieved a 
remarkable degree of effectiveness. 
The absence of a second front cer- 
tainly cannot be blamed for that. 

There are two basic reasons why 
political preparations for victory 
and what lies beyond victory have 
so lamentably lagged behind mili- 
tary action. 

The first is; as already indicated, 
the belief that the war was going 
to be of long duration and the fear 
that political discussions might 
hamper the war effort. This argu- 
ment is no longer valid. While 
the military leaders would be re- 
miss in their duty if they did not 
continue to prepare for a war of 
long duration, the political leaders 
would be no less remiss in their 
duty if they did not consider and 
be on guard against the possibility 
of a sudden collapse of the enemy. 

But a most important reason for 
the postponement of political dis- 
cussions is that the United States 
has not made up its mind what it 
is prepared to accept in the way 
of a postwar arrangement and 
cannot be committed by action of

Sicily Beautiful. 

ICILY is really a_ beautiful 

country. Up here in the north 
it is all mountainous, and all but 
the most rugged of the mountains 
are covered with fields or orchards. 
Right now everything is dry and 
burned up, as we so often see our 
own Midwest in dry summers. 
They say this is the driest sum- 
mer in years. 

Our ceaseless convoys chew up 
the gravel roads, and the dust be- 
comes suffocating, but in spring- 
time Sicily must look like the 
Garden of Eden. The land.is won- 
derfully fertile. Sicilians would 
not have to be poor and starving 
if they were capable of orgdnizing 
and using their land to its fullest. 

Driving over Sicily you have a 
feeling of far greater antiquity 
than you get even from looking 
at the Roman ruins in North 
Africa. Towns sit right smack on 
the top of needle-point mountain 
peaks. They were built that way 
in the old days for protection. 
Today a motor car can’t even get 
up to many of them. 

The houses are of a cement- 
colored stone, and they so biend 
into the mountains that often you 
can’t see a city at all from a few 
miles away. 

In these mountain towns the 
streets are too narrow for vehicles, 
the passageways are dirty, and the 
goat and burro are common. 

In the remotest and most an- 
cient town you'll find that half the 
people have relatives in America, 
and there is always somebody pop- 
ping up from behind a bush or 
around a corner who lived for 12 
years in Buffalo or 30 years in 
Chicago. 

Farming is still done in Biblical 
style. The grain-threshing season

I felt calm and 
steady after the shelling, but when 
I lit a cigarette for Jack Belden, 
of Time and Life magazines, my 
fingers trembled, 

The young soldier, 
Claus Anderson of Kenosha, 
must have noticed it. 

“You know,” he said, “it’s true 
there are no atheists in foxholes.

Anderson and Corp. ‘Wayne 
Palmer of Ladysmith, Wis., were 
in a gully under machine-gun fire 
trying to dress the wounds of a 
comrade who had been hit in the 
side. They carried him into a 
stone shack nearby while Germans 
sniped at them. 


Tales of Bravery. 

“There were five wounded men 
in the place and others in the 
field nearby,” Anderson = said. 
“Palmer never refused to go any- 
where, I never saw a man with 
more guts. He kept bringing 
wounded men off the field al- 
though he’d been nicked by a 
bullet himself. We used up all our 
bandages and all the Heine band- 
ages we picked up, too.” 

“Yeah,” said Lieut. Stan Mastyl, 
of Philadelphia, “It was a tough 
spot. The boys had plenty of guts, 
and what about Kelly? There’s a 
soldier for you. Ralph refused to 
leave his machine-gun post until 
all the riflemen were out and he 
had no support himself.” He was 
talking of Corp. Ralph Kelly of 
Emmetsburg, Md. 

Mastyl and Palmer, were with 
the wounded in the shack all day 
while Germans shelled the area 
and machine-gunned anyone who 
came into the open. They tried to 
reach one wounded man but were 
driven back by machine-gun fire 
each time they came out of the 
shack, 


Prayer for Dying Man. 


“Nobody's got more guts than a 
wounded man,” Anderson  ob- 
served, “and as I said, there are 
no atheists in foxholes.

The Case for a Second Front. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WAS surprised to read your petulant 

editorial entitled “Time to Change the 
Record.” You complain that Moscow is 
“still raising the old call for a second 
front” in spite of our campaign against 
Italy. Perhaps it would be well to re- 
call a few military facts. 

Germany has about 240 divisions inside 
Fortress Europe. (This is aside from 
the satellite troops which experience 


shows are not very reliable.) Of these 


240 divisions, 210 are concentrated on 
the Eastern front and two divisions are 
engaged in Sicily. It is this single most 
important fact which prompted Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to say, in his recent 
speech to the nation, that the Red Army 
is doing the largest part of the Allied 
fighting. | 

Molotov left the White House last sum- 
mep with the assurance that the Allies 
would attack Europe from the West. 
The Soviet High Command felt and still 
feels that they can deal the Nazis a 
crushing blow, provided a minimum 
number of divisions were drained away 
from the Eastern front. The quickest 
and most positive way to accomplish 
this is for the Allies to attack across 
the channel. The German position in 
Russia is so serious that they cannot 
defend Italy or the Balkans, but they 
would be forced to rush about 40 divi- 
sions to France, Belgium or Holland if 
we attacked there in force. All the old 
objections such as lack of ships, men, 
materiel, etc., have been shown to be 
false by our magnificent invasion of 
Sicily, which is much farther from North 
Africa than France is from England, 

The recent optimistic remarks of 
Stalin show that the Nazis are on the 
run and that they can be defeated this 
year if we invade Europe from the west.

To Assure Efficient Mail Distribution. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OR the past few months the St. 

Louis Postoffice Department has 
been making a serious effort to educate 
the general public in the use of the 
postal district number plan. These ef- 
forts have met with a fair amount of 
‘success, but in order to make the idea 
really worthwhile the “keyed” mail 
should be 100 per cent. This sounds 
like a large order. It did to me, too, at 
first, but it is really very simple. It is 
merely inserting a number between the 
name of the city and state on the en- 
velope.

Where would an individual find out in 
which mailing zone he or she lives?

Advise your correspondents to include 
the unit number whenever they write to 
you. When your mail arrives with this 
number it may be separated by inexperi- 
enced clerks, who have taken the place 
of clerks now in the armed forces. It is 
such a little thing, yet so helpful in the 
distribution of the mails.

A SUPERFICIAL REPORT. 

In an apparent unwillingness to deal candidly with 
the root causes of the Detroit race riot, Gov. Kelly’s 
investigating committee has turned in a report re- 
markable for its superficiality. What is the idea? 
Is it a matter of local patriotism, better call it local 
jingoism, to ignore the factors that caused one 
shameful ‘riot and, if not dealt with boldly, may 
cause another? 

We are told that the riot was “not planned or 
premeditated.” Riots of this type rarely are. It 
was not inspired by subversive enemy influence. 
If true, that means it was home-made, a fact almost 
as disturbing as if it could be attributed to an enemy 
plot. “The riot resulted from smoldering racial ten- 
sion. . That hardly ranks as a great discov- 
ery. The riot started by the spreading of a false, 
inflammatory rumor. Everybody who reads a paper 
or listens to the radio knew that. 

The committee report goes on to accuse “irrespon- 
sible white and Negro youths” of most of the dam- 
age, to place part of the blame on Negro leaders 
and Negro newspapers and to whitewash Detroit 
officialdom with the statement that “the ordinary 
law enforcement and judicial agencies have thus far 
adequately and properly dealt with the law vio- 
lators.” 

So that’s that, or is it? As it happens, the coun- 
try has been informed of certain factors in the 
Detroit situation that Gov. Kelly’s committee hasn’t 
deigned to mention. The country has been informed 
that the old, discredited Ku Klux Klan is operating 
in Detroit; that the pressure of wartime industry 
has brought to that city numerous white workers 
from the South who have deep racial feelings; that 
housing conditions are bad; that Detroit is a fertile 
field for crackpots and agitators of all kinds, like 
the sinister Gerald L. K. ‘Smith, who got his start 
as a disciple of Huey Long; and that new employ- 
ment opportunities, as well as the general ferment 
of ideas caused by the war, have given the Negroes 
greater economic power and greater ambitions. 

We believe nothing is gained, and much may be 
lost, by the failure of an official committee, charged 
with the high and solemn duty of investigating a 
race war that cost 34 lives and injuries to 700 per- 
sons, to deal honestly with its fundamental causes. 
These causes are a matter of common discussion 
among the people of Detroit, who certainly are not 
deceived by a report which ignores them. It would 
have been far more wholesome if the committee, for 
example, had addressed itself to the need for better 
housing, to an examination of Klan activities and to 
a study of the methods and purposes of agitators 
of the Gerald Smith type. 

Shortly after the Detroit riot, this newspaper, re- 
calling the brilliant analysis of the East St. Louis 
riot of 1917 made by a committee of Congress, urged 
a congressional investigation in Detroit. We renew 
the suggestion now. It is properly a matter for Con- 
gress, since the disease that broke out in Detroit 
exists in many other cities of the country, though 
perhaps in less acute form, and it should be diag- 
nosed and treated with skill and courage. 
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RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE GLIDER TRAGEDY. 

With all possible speed the War Department 
should continue its investigation of the tragic St. 
Louis glider crash. Much has been accomplished 
already. The construction defect which caused the 
wreck was found and two civilian inspectors who 
presumably could have stopped the use of the defec- 
tive part have been suspended pending further in- 
quiry as to their responsibility. 

In the intricate production chain, there was a 
series of human lapses. First, a part which should 
have had thickness of 12/32 of an inch was machined 
down to thickness of less than 2/32. The difference 
is 5/16, almost one-third of an inch. It hardly seems 
possible that the workman who made so great an 
error would not have observed it. Wag he criminally 
careless? 

Inspection was inadequate. The War Department 
admits it, and says steps have been taken to correct 
that deficiency. Too late for the 10 precious lives 
lost at Lambert-St. Louis Field, but in time, we 
hope, to prevent another such tragedy. 

Every effort should be made by the Waf Depart- 
ment to fix the personal responsibility in this case. 
It ought to go right down to the man at the machine. 
Perhaps there is no evidence of sabotage, but so 
glaring an error could hardly have been committed 
by a workman exercising ordinary care. The War 
Department should find the man responsible. 
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NOW THAT THE HOUSE HAS HAD FUN. 

In refusing yesterday to vote additional funds to 
administer Missouri’s social security program, the 
Missouri House ignored the strong recommendations 
of the Governor and the State Social Security Com- 
mission, as well ag the warnings of the Federal 
Social Security Board that, unless the administrative 
funds were augmented, Federal matching funds may 
be withheld. 

One member of the House—Ralph Erdwin of John- 
son County—in a bold burst of oratory, said Missouri 
should enact a 3 per cent sales tax, earmark half of 
it for social security purposes and “tell the Federal 
Government to take its money and go to hell.” But 
until Missouri is ready to shoulder the many mil- 
lions it now receives from the Government it has got 
to abide by reasonable rules and specifications con- 
cerning administration of social security funds. 

Members of the House had their little fun yester- 
day, in staging a revolt against Federal regulations,

One thing is certain: if the 
Federal social security officials decide to withhold 
matching funds, the stampede of Missouri House 
members to vote increased administrative funds will 
resemble that of a thundering herd. 

BIDDERS FOR THE FATHER VOTE. 

Bidding for the father vote is in full swing. Rep- 
resentative Andrew Jackson May of Kentucky, Chair- 
man of the House Military Committee, sees Sena- 
tor Wheeler of Montana and raises him. Mr. 
Wheeler had proposed to visit a plague of congres- 
sional investigation upon the whole military man- 
power setup—presumably the War Manpower Com- 
mission and the Selective Service—and to hold the 
drafting of fathers in abeyance until the inquiry 
was over. Mr. May, raising the ante steeply, pro- 
poses to introduce a bill that would prohibit the 
drafting of any more fathers and possibly also com- 
pel the release of fathers who have already been 
inducted. 

Obviously, fathers should not be called upon to 
serve till the supply of single men has been ex- 
hausted. The draft authorities take this view as 
strongly as most people do. They have not called 
up fathers until it was necessary in their opinion— 
which means in the opinion of the military leaders 
primarily. 

The judgment of our military men may occasion- 
ally be faulty, but it is based upon complete know!l- 
egde of our military plans—at what places we mean 
to strike, and at what times, and what volumes of 
men, ships, planes, tanks, equipment and supplies 
will be required. 

Mr. May’s judgment of the needs, though equally 
fallible, is not equal in itd basis of. military knowl- 
edge. Our military plans could not be disclosed 
to Congress or even to a committee of Congress 
without a terrible risk of their leaking out. The 
determination of military needs should therefore be 
left up to those who know what they are talking 
about—not Mr. May or Mr. Wheeler, but the military 
men. 

The father group is a large one. Any politician 
who could win it over, or even a sizahle portion 
of it, would increase his vote and influence. But 
what it seems the bidders for this vote are over- 
looking is the fact that fathers are also Americans. 
They are not going to be any more likely than any 
other Americans to like it when politicians tinker 
with national security for their own selfish advance- 
ment. They are as likely as anyone to see that since 
we expect our military leaders to succeed, we must 
uphold their authority to make military decisions 
on a military basis instead of having their minds 
made up for them by politicians deciding military 
problems on a political hasis. 

It is just possible that bids for the father vote 
may fly back into their makers’ faces. Fathers whoa 
understand the basis on which they are being ap- 
pealed to are not likely to be flattered by such a 
low estimate of their citizenship, and may take the 
occasion to support men who hold a better opinion 
of their motives. 
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THE SARTORIUS SCANDAL. 

Judge Edward M. Ruddy has come forward with 
a very constructive proposal with regard to Judge 
Eugene J. Sartorius’ scandalous abuse of the parole 
authority since the latter has been sitting as sum- 
He criticizes 
Judge Sartorius’ parole practices, as do also Judges 
William H. Killoren, William K. Koerner and Wil- 
liam S. Connor. He makes the suggestion that the 
Circuit Judges take up, at their next meeting, Sept. 
18, Judge Sartorius’ persistent violations of their 
rule that all applications for parole shall be referred 
to the Parole Office. This is an excellent idea, as 
far as it goes, but it ought to go still farther. 

Between now and the time the Circuit Judges meet 
in general session, a painstaking effort should be 
made to collect all the facts bearing on the orgy of 
parole-granting which Judge Sartorius has indulged 
in these two months—more than 60 criminals by now 
turned loose upon the community without proper, 
indeed virtually without any, concern for the safety 
of society. 

One of the parolees, Sam Saulsbury, a thief, was 
re-arrested two days after Judge Sartorius turned 
him loose, and was charged with entering the apart- 
ment of Miss Nellie Donoghue, who on discovering 
him had collapsed and died. James Arthur Stringer, 
charged with larceny of an automobile, was paroled 
by Judge Sartorius and six days later was re- 
arrested in connection with another automobile theft. 

Just what does Judge Sartorius have in mind fn 
granting these reckless paroles? That.is the ques- 
tion that a determined investigation of the known 
facts, and an unearthing of as many further facts 
as possible, should attempt to disclose. The Circuit 
Judges might well address themselves to that task, 
with all the means at their disposal. 

The public has a right to know what causes a 
man elected to this high office to ignore a parole 
system that has been set up to aid in the regenera- 
tion of criminals without imperiling the safety of 
society. In the past seven years Judge Sartorius 
has paroled 252 prisoners—76 per cent of them with- 
out any Parole Office report. The public has a right 
to know what causes this Judge to turn against the 
rules that have been set up for the guidance of all 
Judges. What Judge Sartorius is doing is a matter 
of general knowledge. Why he chooses to do it re- 
mains the mystery.

In the present war, it is not merely a 
case of relations between one belligerent 
nation and another, but of relations be- 
tween one group of nationg and another 
group and relations between the nations in 
each group. 

It is, in short, a question of future rela- 
tions between all the important nations in 
the world. 


We Open a New Chapter. 


We have now reached the point where we 
in the United States are beginning to con- 
sider what part we shall have to play in 
the coming world settlement which is to 
follow, we hope, the present world war, and 
give us something like world peace. 

The first step has been taken in the de- 
cision to call a conference of the United 
Nations to consider what must be done to 
meet the economic conditions which will 
confront the world at the end of the fight- 
ing. 

Here opens a new chapter in our national 
life which will call upon us to make a deci- 


' NATION which goes deliberately and 


ency. We shall have to decide. whether or 
not to change our fundamental policies con- 
cerning the outside world by assuming re- 
sponsibilities of a kind and in a degree to 
which all our traditions of a century and a 
half are fundamentally opposed. 


In making the decision, we shal] have to 
make it for ourselves, for there will be, in 
this field, no Pearl Harbor to make it for 
us. We shall have to make it by applying 
first principles to the state of the facts and 
accept the conclusions, whether we like 
them or not, 


Debate on Responsibilities. 


Fortunately, the first principle is clear. 
Whatever decisions we make must be made 
with one norm in view, namely, to do that 


try in the final and fullest meaning of those 
words, in the light of conditions as they ex- 
ist and will exist so far as we can see and 
foresee them. Probably we all agree on that. 


But everything will depend upon how we 
see and foresee the “conditions” as they ex- 
ist and what they promise for the future. It 
is here that the great debate amongst us 
will center. It is probably true that the 
vast majority of our people would agree 
that the conditions which have brought 
about the war have changed, in some kind 
and in some degree at least, our interna- 
tiona] relations, which, up to now have 
seemed to us, on the whole, to have been to

will he very hard to give our people, seeing 
that ‘the future will be on the table for 
consideration. 


What we face, in a word, is a debate of 
extreme dimensions so far as responsibili- 
ties are concerned, which under the best 
possible conditions would involve much 
time, yet a debate the conclusions of which 
must be rapidly reached and put into ac- 
tion. : 


Facing Up to Duties. 


It is as certain ag anything concerning 
the future can be, that we must undertake 
some new respensibilities vis-a-vis the world 
around us, and to that extent must aban- 
don some of our most cherished national 
habits of thought and dealing. 


Which and how much—those are the ques- 
tions which we shall soén have to answer 
for ourselves, 


Pearl Harbor stopped the “interventionist- 
isolationist” debate so far as belligerency 
went, but that was all or almost all that it 
did. There are few signs that it left much 
mark on our traditionally “isolationist” at- 
titude, and it is that attitude, or what is 
left of it (apparently a good deal), in 
which we shall approach this after-war 
problem. 


One thing is certain. The more that we 
can approach the thing in a spirit of cool 
objectivity, and the less we tolerate the ex- 
tremists on either side with their “straw- 
men” technique, the better chance there 
will be for a wise decision at the end. 


There is no room for starry-eyed “ideal- 
ism” on the one hand or stubborn “stand- 
patism” on the other—and there is far too 
much of both abroad in the land today. 


WHY CANDY BARS ARE SCARCE

the famous Mount Everest expedition, 

it was discovered that although men lost 

their taste for. solid foods, they still enjoyed 
sweets, fruits and syrups. 

These scientific findings have now been 
used in preparing various army rations, 
and account in some degree for the fact 
that you can’t find your favorite candy bar 
on the drug-store counter today. 

The Army K ration, originally known as 
a parachute ration, includes a fruit bar, 
malted milk dextrose tablets, lemon juice 
powders and gum. Candy is also included 
in special jungle rations and mountain ra- 
tions, and Army rations in general con- 
template an annual consumption of about 
18 pounds of candy per man. 

Presumably fighting men at home are 
counted upon to buy a bit extra for them- 
selves, for in addition to the 18 pounds per 
man on duty in the United States, Govern- 
ment estimates call for some 3600 5-cent 
candy bars, 11,000 packages of hard candy 
and 8000 5-stick packages of gum for each 
1000 men abroad every 30 days. 

Candy manufacturers give preference to 
military agencies and war plant buyers. The 
civilian public gets what is left. 

If you miss your favorite candy, con- 
sole yourself that it is not only providing 
enjoyment, but also needed food, for some- 
one busy with the war. 


Songs of the Soft-Coal Fields 
Tell History of the Industry 


“Coal Dust on the Fiddle,” by George Kore. 
(University of Pennsylvania Press, Philadelphia. 


EORGE KORSEN traveled through 

most of the soft-coal states recording 
songs and ballads directly from their au- 
thors and singers. In this book, he tells 
the facinating story of the mine regions 
past, and the folklore which has developed 
in the rise of the industry. 

The k is devoted largely to discussing 
life in the coal camps, work in the mines 
and the struggle for a better life. Korsen 
describes the company houses, discipline, 
schools, medical attention, saloons and com- 
pany stores. He then discusses the miners 
and their unions. 

* 


The pages that deal with life in the coal 
camps give more substantial facts than 
many of the sociological books about coal, 
This book constitutes an effective answer 
to most of them. 

The author presents the songs and stories 
relating to each subject from an almost in- 
exhaustible field of folklore, and interprets 
them in a way to help the reader under 
stand the soft-coalers. 

One needs no special knowledge of music 
to recognize the songs that got their start 
underground, possibly in a room where a 
miner picked at the coal face, and spread 
like wildfire through the coal camps. The 
author details the source, date and the 
author of each song. 

He does a challenging job in his review 
of the historic revolts in which miners par- 
ticipated. Concerning Virden, he deals 
more frankly and tells more unpleasant 
facts than do most writers, especially West- 
brook Pegler. There were, also, the Coal 
Creek rebellion, in Kentucky, and the Lad- 


low massacre in Colorado. 
* — 


In collecting folklore for this book, which 
took three years of research, Korsen fol- 
lowed his previous success, “Minstrels of 
the Mine Patch.” While searching for songs 
and verifying facts and stories, he found a 
large amount of material on the controver~ 
sial struggles of miners to better living. 
He quotes the record to justify his findings 
in those stories. 

That such an authority as the author of 
“Coal Dust on the Fiddle” has carried on 
the research for old miners’ songs and bal- 
lads keeps alive the hope, so desperately 
needed now, that all men may recognize 
in themselves their democratic way to 
victory.

TALIN probably remembers the 

fate of Woodrow Wilson. At 
the peace conference, the Allies 
were able to say: “We were never 
committed to the Fourteen Points.” 
He knows, from historic experi- 
ence, that there is no certainty that 
the Allies will back him up at a 
peace conference any more than 
they backed up Wilson. 

But Stalin knows that his bar- 
gaining power will be superior to 
Wilson's. First, Wilson had com- 
mitted himself, personally. Stalin 
has not. He has launched his po- 
litical moves indirectly. Secondly, 
when the war ends, he will have 
the largest army on the European 
continent. Mr. Wilson did not. 
Third, the Japanese war will in all 
probability be continuing. We are 
committed on two fronts. Stalin 
is not, : 

These are the realities and it is 
with these realities that our au- 
thorities must deal, and not at- 
tempt to circumvent them. With 
every gesture, Stalin has said to 
us, “Let us make your revolution 
in Europe.” But it is apparent 
that we don’t want any revolution 
in Europe, not even our own. 
Every gesture we have made, as 
seen through Stalin's eyes must in- 
dicate that what we hope for in 
Europe, as a substitute for Fas- 
cism, are conservative clerical 
regimes, based upon broken-down 
institutions of authority, like 
monarchies, the restoration of: 
small, weak states without politi- 
cal cohesion amongst themselves, 
and prolonged military and civil 
occupation of enemy countries by 
the Western Allies alone.

Now, Stalin, who has emerged 
as a great leader ‘out of a new 
Russia created 20 years ago by a 
drastic revolution, just doesn’t 
think that this policy is a substi- 
tue for Hitler’s new order.

Government to get together with 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain for a discussion of political 
problems of common interest to us 
all. Joseph Stalin failed to attend 
the Casablanca conference. The 
Russians will also be absent from 
the coming parley. 

But suppose Stalin did attend 
such a parley and suppose that as 
a result of it a comprehensive 


agreement were reached, what 
then? 

It is obvious that while such an 
agreement would commit Russia, 
since Stalin is in a position to 
commit Russia, ‘and would commit 
Great Britain, since Churchill, act- 
ing in the name of his Cabinet and 
thus in the name of the British 
Parliament, can commit Britain, 
President Roosevelt cannot com- 
mit the United States. Any agree- 
ment he may make Congress, the 
Senate or hig successor in the 
White House, may unmake. 

It is hardly surprising, then, 
that until the United States makes 
its position clear every other na- 
tion in the world must plan its 
future policies on an either-or 
basis. The Russians, perhaps be- 
cause they are more realistic, per- 
haps because they are?’ more 
cynical, are doing it more openly. 
In any diplomatiz game of show- 
down, which every international 
political conference must inevita- 
bly be, we insist on playing our 
cards face down.

PARALYSIS CASES INCREASE; 
APPEAR WORST SINCE 1934 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP).— 
The United States apparently will 
have the greatest number of polio- 
myelitis, or infantile paralysis, 
‘cases this year since 1934 when 
there were 7517. 

Public health officials said yes- 
terday that 2758 cases were re- 
ported through Aug. 7, compared 
with 1148 in the corresponding 
period of last year and 3430 in 
the corresponding period of 1934. 

Currently, the disease is epi- 
demic in California and Texas, 
they added, and is verging on epi- 
demic in Oklahoma and Kansas. 
However, there are indications 
that the peak has been passed in 
Texas. There were only 62 new 
cases in the State in the week 
of Aug. 7, a drop from 105 the 
previous week. 

About 75 per cent of all the 
cases have been reported from 
those four states. California has 
reported 952 and listed 111 new 
ones in the week ending Aug. 7. 
It had 104 new cases in the previ- 
ous week. Texas’ total is 757,

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COST PER PATIENT 
UP AT CITY HOSPITAL 


Number of Patient-Days De- 
creases, Annual Report 
shows. 


The total number of patient- 
days at City Hospital during the 
1942-43 fiscal year decreased by 
43,280 from the previous year, to 


240,348, but the cost per patient 
per day increased sharply, the an- 
nual report of Hospital Commis- 
sioner F. M. Grogan showed to- 
day. The daily cost figure last 
year wag $6.15, compared with $481 
in 1941-42, 

Other city imstitutions also 
showed increases, with Koch Hos- 
pital reporting that the cost per 
patient per day had doubied in 
the past five years. Dr. Grogan 
attributed the rise to the “marked 
increase in the cost of commod- 
ities.” 

The decrease in patient-days at 
City Hospital was caused 
by “our redoubled effort toward 
admitting only those not able to 
afford private hospital care,” Dr. 
Grogan said, adding that improved 
economic and health conditions 
and better types of treatment had 
helped. 

“It is possible,” he said later in 
the report, “that too strict a policy 
on admissions hag been followed, 
and we have undertaken to draw 
up and put into effect a new ad- 
mission policy. The present policy 
takes care of the indigent but not 
always of the needy.” 

Dr. Leo J. Wade, medical direc 
tor of City Hospital, noting that 
an estimated 500 beds were vacant, 
recommended yesterday that they 
be made available for general com- 
munity use, but Director of Publie 
Welfare Henry 8S. Caulfield said he 
did not feel beds in city institu- 
tions should be opened to private 
patients except in case of dire 
need, 

Miss Laura R. Logan, nursing 
director at City Hospital; reported 
that the number of general duty 
staff nurseg has fallen from 75 to 
45, although the city budget pro- 
vides for 110. Salaries of nurses 
recently were increased, but Miss 
Logan recommended a “more ade- 
quate outside living allowance for 
both nurses and attendants.” 
Nurses now get one meal a day 
and $25 a month living allowance, 
attendants one meal and $10.

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Haegg Fails to Better 


Record but 


Wins Final 


Race of His U. S. Tour 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12 (AP).—Having written two new American 
records into track and field annals in the course of chalking up eight 
consecutive victories in a coast-to-coast tour, Sweden’s Gunder Haegg 
is ready to return home and renew his duels with Arne Andersson— 


the Swedish school teacher, 


who lowered the international mile mark 


to 4:02.6 while Gunder was whipping this country’s beat. 


Haegg completed his all victo- 
rious United States campaign last 
night by again taking the meas- 
ure of Gil Dodds, Boston divinity 
student, and Bill Hulse, New York 
chemist, in a mile race at Ran- 
dall’s Island. 

The stage was all set for what 
Amateur Athletic Union officials 
hoped would be Haegg’s greatest 
performance but the time of 4:06.9 
was somewhat of a disappointment 
to the estimated crowd of 65000. 
Last night’s gate was expected to 
bing the receipts of Haegg’s tour 
to $130,000—all of which goes to 
the Army Air Force fund. Al- 
though the time was one and six- 
tenths seconds off the American 
record Haegg hung up in beating 
the same pair in Boston, the race 
was one of the most thrilling as 
the flying Swede registered by two 
yards over Dodds with Hulse an- 
other three yards back. Dodds 
was clocked in 4:07.2 and Hulse in 
4:08.2. 

Hulse carried the trio through 
the first quarter in 59.8 seconds 
but the tempo dropped in the sec- 
ond quarter and Hulse was clocked 
in 2:03.55. Haegg quickly took over 
the lead but the slow second quar- 
ter made a record almost an im- 
possibility. 

Dodds challenged the Swedish 
fireman on the final turn. In do- 
ing so he cut in so sharp that he 
shoved Haegg off the track for a 
few steps. Gunder quickly recov- 
ered, however, cutting loose with 
a sprint that Dodds was unable to 
match. 

“It didn’t bother me any,” said 
Haegg of the incident after show- 
ing how much he had improved in 
his knowledge of the English lan- 
guage by telling the crowd of the 
fine time the United States had 
showed him and then dashing 
across the field for a brief short-

Serious Impairment of 
the War Effort, A. N. 
P. A. Reports. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12 (AP).— 
The American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association said today in 
an analysis of the paper scarcity 
that maximum efforts would be 
necessary “to avert not only a 
calamity to the pulp and paper 
industry of the United States and 
Canada, but serious impairment 
of the war effort.” 

“The products of “the industry 
have a much higher degree of 
essentiality than is generally rec- 
ognized, especially in some Govern- 
ment circles in both countries,” 
the association said in a bulletin 
sent to members, 

The A. N. P. A. stated maximum 
efforts were called for to cut a 
total of 3,500,000 cords of pulpwood 
in addition to the present produc- 
tion rate. 

This finding was based on con- 
ferences recently between a com- 
mittee of A. N. P. A. directors and 
Canadian publishers, newsprint 
makers and representatives of the 
pulp and paper industry in Canada. 

The American group reported to 
the Canadians on the work of the 
A. N. P. A, to increase the cutting 
of pulpwood in the United States, 
especially the program backed by 
newspaper publishers through a 
committee headed by Walter M. 
Dear, publisher of the Jersey Jour- 

nal.

GERMANY CUTS OFF TRADE

I get a creepy feeling when I am 
around her, for it frightens me to be near a person who is 
clairvoyant, but she told me things I never would have be- 
lieved anybody else knew.”

PSYCHOLOGISTS are often queried regarding the -sup- 
posedly supernatural abilities of various people, First, don’t 
talk about “mental telepathy,” for the word “mental” is 
superfluous. Telepathy meang mental transference, so when 
people say “mental telepathy” they are redundant, and actu- 
ally say “mental mental transference.” Secondly, nBbody on 
this earth can read your mind or demonstrate telepathy, ex- 
cept in the following type of limited situation. Suppose you 
and some friend have just witnessed a movie comedy in which 
a horse looks around and sees a street cleaner bent over be- 
hind him. ‘The horse then kicks the latter on the strategic 
portion of his anatomy. Now shift the scene. Imagine your- 
self and that same friend walking along the street. You hap- 
pen to see a real street cleaner bent over behind a real horse,

“’LL BET I CAN guess what you're thinking about?” your 
friend may suddenly exclaim. And he doubtless can, for you 
have both seen the recent comedy about the horse and the 
street cleaner. A similar set of environmental stimuli recalls 
the previous incident. That is the only type of telepathy 
that is admitted by psychologists. In short, mind reading or 
clairvoyance does not exist in the sense in which this young 
stenographer was talking today. “Then how do you account 
for her telling the girl about events which she thought no- 
body else knew?” Many patients inform me that I have told 
them about events in their childhood of a sexual nature that 
they had tried to hide for years. How did I do it? Simply 
by logical deduction. When there is a definite casual rela- 
tionship between facts and you have the second of that series, 
it isn’t an evidence of telepathy to deduce the first. But if 
patients keep their mouths shut and write nothing, nobody 
can tell them where they were born or where they have hid- 
den some money, etc., except by lucky guessing.

After your 
family have eaten raw tomatoes to 
their hearts’ content, you owe it 
to them and the country to pre- 
serve the rest for next winter. To- 
matoes are the easiest of all vege- 
tables to can, because they are al- 
most the only vegetable which can 
be processed safely without a pres- 
sure cooker. If you pack your to- 
matoeg cold, without precooking, 
process the sealed jars 45 minutes 
in the boiling water bath, with wa- 
ter that covers the tops of the jars. 
If you precook them—that is, cut 
them in quarters and heat them 
just to boiling—and then pack 
them boiling hot, you can cut the 
processing time in the same boil- 
ing water bath down to only five 
minutes, Or if you cook them un- 
til soft and then rub them through 
a colander or sieve, reheat the 
puree to boiling and can them as 
juice in sterile jars sealed with 
sterile lids—you need not process 
them: at all. Remember: Canned 
tomatoes packed cold require 45 
minutes’ processing, Canned toma- 
toes packed hot require only five 
minutes. Canned tomato juice 
packed boiling hot in sterile jars 


requires no processing at all.

Dip in crumbs, then in egg and 
water mixture, and again in 
crumbs, Fry in hot fat. Escalloped 
potatoes, one and one-half pound 
potatoes, salt, pepper, two table- 
spoons flour, one teaspoon minced 
onion, one-half cup milk. Baked 
tomatoes, six medium tomatoes, 
season with celery salt and garlic. 
Carrot straws, four large carrots. 
Bread and butter, eight slices, but- 
ter or fortified margarine. Water- 
melon, one-fourth iced melon, Cof- 
fee (for adults), three tablespoons 
coffee. Milk (for children), two 
cups milk.

Neuralgia of 
The Face Has 


Varied Causes

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE face is supplied with two 
T nerves. One is mainly motor, 

that is, it controls the move- 
ments of muscles; the other is 
mainly sensory, that is, it carries 
sensations of touch, temperature 
and pain from the skin and other 
surface structures (for instance, 
the eye, the teeth and the inside of 
the nose). 

These two nerves are all mixed 
up and tangled with each other. If 
the facial nerve would just supply 
muscles alone, and the trigeminal 
nerve just bring sensations from 
the skin of the face alone, it would 
no be so confusing. But the facial 
nerve has a sensory branch which 
supplies the skin over the ear. And 
the trigeminal nerve has a motor 
branch which supplies the muscles 
of mastication. And they both in- 
terchange fibers with each other 
through ganglia, which has always 
been the despair of the first-year 
medical student.

SO THE SUBJECT of facial 
neuralgia is mixed up at the 
source, and when anyone asks, 
“What is the cause of my facial 
neuralgia?” the doctor immediately 
wants to know, “What kind of 
facial’ neuralgia have you got?” 


The commonest kind is, of 
course, what the French cailed 
very aptly tic douloureaux—pain- 
ful spasm, It affects one of the 
branches of the trigeminal nerve 
—either the one that goes to, the 
forehead, and eyelid, or the one 
that goes to the skin over the 
upper jaw and the upper teeth, or 
the one that goes to the skin over 
the lower jaw and the lower teeth. 
It is undoubtedly one of the most 
excruciatingly painful affections 
on earth, It comes on in paroxysms 
which are Hhke terrific electric 
shocks, It affects older people al- 
most exclusively—it is rare below 
the age of 40, 


Under treatment one of the most 
important things. to remember is 
a don’t. Don’t get your teeth pulled 
out. The pain is in the teeth and 
it seems natural that if they were 
gone, the pain would go, But it is 
not so. Even if the teeth are in- 
fected or carious and need to come 
out, this removal will net help the 
pain of tri-facial neuralgia. 


x * * 


ANOTHER FORM of facial neu- 
ralgia is caused by affection of an- 
other set of nerves—the ones that 
arise from the spheno-palatine 
ganglion inside the nose and result 
in what is known as Sluder’s neu- 
ralgia, named after the late Dr. 
Greenfield Sluder of St. Louis, or 
lower half headache, because the 
pain and ache is in the nose and 
lower’ half ef the face, sometimes 
going to the skin of the neck and 
shoulders. « 


It is nearly always associated 
with sinus disease of the nose and 
clearing this up, or relieving the 
drainage clears up the neuralgia, 
although in some cases the pain 
may be so excruciating that the 
ganglion itself has to be removed. 

In the treatment of severe facial 
neuralgia, inhalation of trichlor- 
ethylene often giyes relief and the 
sufferer should remember that the 
modern neurosurgeon can do won- 
ders in the most stubborn of these 
cases. 


Questions and Answers, 


M. W.—I would like to know 
your opinion of the quantity of 
milk an adult should drink a day. 


ANSWER: Milk is a good drink 
for infants and not to such a de- 
gree, however, for children. There 
is no health reason why a person 
over the age of 15 should drink 
milk at all. I have not drunk a 
glass for 35 years. Man is the only 
animal which habitually chooses to 
drink milk after the period of lac- 
tation has ceaged.

A Saga of the Ozark Timberlan

BUNKER, Mo., Aug. 11. 
HE glory that was Bunker is 
T gone, but itis a cherished mem- 
ory for Sylvanus J. Bunker, 
who founded the town, gave it his 
name and made it glorious as the 
biggest and busiest lumber town 


in the Ozarks. The town is still 


here, but it isn’t what it used to 
be, Sylvanus Bunker ig still here, 
but he isn’t the man he used to be, 
When he finishes selling his hold- 
ings he will move away but he will 
take memories with him and keep 
them shining bright, for to Bunker, 
his namesake, he gave the best of 
his life and it gave back to him 
its best, ; 

The story of Bunker, the man 
and the town, is the saga of the 
Ozark timberlands that were vir- 
gin until the man came and built 
the town, leveled the trees that 
had stood when the first white 
men came and turned them into 
lumber to serve the nation’s need, 

Bunker was a timberman before 
he came. When the timber around 
Mountain View was pretty well cut 
out he began looking back in 1907 
for new forests to fell. At Emi- 
nence on court day he met Judge 
Jim Swinney of the County Court, 
who lived on Big Creek. “Why 
don't you come over to the head 


of Big Creek?” said the Judge to. 


Bunker. “The timber over there 
is the best in the country.” 

One day Bunker drove a team 
from Eminence to Big Creek, with 
saddles in the buggy for horse- 
back riding in the forest, and 
came at night to Judge Swinney’s 
house on Big Creek. There he 
stayed the night and next day he 
and the judge, saddling Bunker's 
horses, rode to the head of the 
creek and saw there the big trees, 
pine and oak mostly, that had 
stood time out of mind waiting 
for the woodmen to come, 

The timber was there all right, 
covering the hills of three coun- 
ties—Shannon, Dent and Reynolds 
—as far as a man could see and as 
fine as a man could wish. How to 
get it out was the question. It 
stood on the head waters of all 
the streams that flowed to Current 
River and Jack’s Fork—Big Creek, 
Big and Little Sinkin’, Bee Fork 
and Black River—and logs could 
be floated out on the spring tides, 
but for a big operation like Bun- 
ker had in mind that was too 
slow. A railroad was the need, 
There was a chance that a rail- 
road could be brought in, The 
Missouri Southern had built a line 
from Leeper 40 miles to Reynolds 
and was ready to broad-gauge it 
and.run it farther into the forest, 
It would be run to the head of 
Big Creek if timber operations 
were opened up there.

UNKER took options on 30,000 
Becres in the three counties, at 

prices averaging $6 an acre for 
two-thirds of it, pledging stock in 
the company for the remainder. A 
town site in the edge of Reynolds 
County was laid out and named 
Bunker. The railroad came in as 
fast as was possible, which was 
not fast enough to suit Bunker, so 
he sent in 60 mules to help with 
the grading. As soon as the rails 
were laid, machinery was brought 
in and the building of houses be- 
gan. Most of them were built by 
the company, in which Sam Cul- 
ler of St. Louis was associated 
with Bunker, but it was not to be 
a company town. Bunker didn’t 
like the idea of a company town. 
The word went out that here was 
a town where any man could come 
in and have his own home and be 
a welcome citizen if he behaved 


himself, and the Ozark timber men, 


strong in their independence, liked 
that. From other lumber camps 
and from other states the men 
came and in a short while Bunker 
was a busy frontier town with a 
population of 1000, 

Cutters’ camps were set up in 
all directions, as far as 20 miles, 
and narrow-gauge lines were built 
to them to bring the logs out to 
the Bunker sawmills, from which 
the lumber was shipped over the 
Missouri Southern to markets in 
many states. Much of it went to 
fill the nation’s needs during the 
first World War. 

The Bunker that Bunker built 
was not a rowdy town because 
the founder did not want a town 
bearing his name to be that kind 
of a town. No saloons were al- 
lowed. Blind tigers that sprang 
up out in:the timber did not last 
long. Bunker got the sheriff after 
them and he chased them out. 
Bunker wanted the children of 
his woodsmen and mill employes 
to have a chance for an educa- 
tion. At the town organization 


meeting, when other matters had 
been disposed of, Bunker said: 
“Now, friends, what are we going 
to do about schools?” Everybody 
agreed that they should have 
schools but getting them presented 
a difficulty. The new town 
etraddled the Dent-Reynolds 
County line. Each county was 
willing for the other to shoulder 
the den, which meant that 
neither would, and the children 
would have to go to distant estab- 
lished schools or do without. 
1 two miles to be taken off of 
the adjoining school districts 
for the creation of a new district. 
It had to be approved by the vot- 
ers of the two districts, Meetings 
were held on rainy days at Bee 
Fork in Reynolds County and at 
Sugar Tree Grove in Dent. The 
proposition carried and Bunker 
had its schools. 

The church question was diffi- 
cult too. Most of the Bunkerites 
were religious in their way but 
there were not enough of any one 
denomination to maintain a church 
organization. The community 
solved the problem by building a 
church which should be for all the 
people for all time. The pulpit 
was for preachers of all denomina- 
tions. Only one condition was im- 
posed. It was foreseen that the 
hill preachers, floor-stompers most 
of them, would not only recom- 
mend their way of salvation but 
run down the other denomina- 
tions, The condition written into 
the charter of the new church 
was that any preacher who pub- 
licly criticised other preachers 
would be barred from the pulpit. 
It worked very well except that 
once in a while a preacher would 
hold a revival meeting and on the 
last night cut loose at the mis- 
guided, if not benighted, adherents 
of other systems of salvation, and 
close the meeting before disbar- 
ment could be invoked. 

Wages at Bunker were at the 
level prevailing in the big woods 
or a little better. Common men

were paid $1.25 a day. Medium 
men with some skill received $3.50 
to $4. a day. Good sawyers earned 
$7.50 a day and foremen’s pay was 
$100 to $200 a month. Only once 
was there labor trouble and it 
didn’t last long. Five men came to 
Bunker one day and said they 
would have to get more money or 
they would quit. “Pay them off, Mr. 
Ellis,” said Bunker to his paymas- 
ter. That ended it. “I was always 
willing,” says Bunker, “to listen 
to a man who had a complaint. If 
he was right I gave in to him. 
If he was wrong I told him so.” The 
men worked a 10-hour day, cutting 
an acre an nour, averaging 60,000 
feet a day. 

There were accidents and sick- 
ness and babies to be “borned,” so 
a doctor was needed. One was not 
long in coming. Bunker was hav- 
ing a house built for himself when 
Dr, J. B. Gordon came riding. He 
was an old-fashioned country doc- 
tor who had been Hving near the 
head of Big Sinkin’, riding horse- 
back over the hills, dispensing 
from his saddle bags. He wanted 
to buy a lot and build a house and 
settle down in the new center of 
population. He paid for a lot and 
built a house and as Bunker says 
he was a good citizen till he died 
three years ago, but he remained 
an old-fashioned country doctor to 
the last, serving a radius of 20 
miles, 

By the end of the first World 
War the timber was pretty well 
cut out. Operations continued, how- 


ever, until October, 1920. Portable: 


-machinery was in demand and it 
was sold at a good price, The nar- 
row gauge railroad was torn up, 
and the rails brought more than 
they cost when they were new. 
Gradually ._the workers drifted 
away and the town subsided to a 
quarter of its former size. The 
shoestring farmers who had turned 
woodsmen returned to their little 
farms and truck patches and to 
the hogs that ran wild and foraged 
mostly for themselves, with no 
home ties except the salt and a 
few ears of corn that was put out 
for them .ow_and then to keep 
them remindéd where they be- 
longed. 


Much remained to be done in 
closing up the business and dis- 
posing of the property, for the 
company owned most of the town 
and thousands of acres around it. 
Bunker dismissed the idea of mak- 
ing a new start somewhere else,
